FISENHOWER Al 
PICNIC. AT FARM 


Gathering Arranged by 
Gov. Fine — General 
Tells New Jerseyites He 
Advised Against Zon- 
ing Germany. 


GETTYSBURG, Pa., June 13 
(AP)—Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower 
provided a picnic atmosphere to- 
day in which to woo Gov. John 
S. Fine and the important Penn- 
Sylvania Republican delegation 
into his presidential camp. 

Eisenhower threw open his 189- 
acre sarm near this historic Civil 
War battleground for a shirt- 
sleeves outing with the Pennsy]- 
vania’s 70 delegates and their 
alternates. 

Eisenhower’s first face-to-face 
meeting with the bulk of the dele- 
gation will follow a pattern he 
adopted in New York. That is of- 
fering himself for questioning on 
issues involved in the presidential 


race. Although reporters have 
been invited to the farm, they 
have been asked to leave during 
the questioning. 


Addresses Townspeople. 

Before the delegate meeting, 
Eisenhower stopped off in Gettys- 
burg to address the townspeople 
briefly. He told his listeners that 
he will spend his last days here, 
sitting on the back porch of his 
farm. 

Recalling that his father lived 
in Pennsylvania before going west 
in 1875, Eisenhower told a cheer- 
ing throng: “As they (his parents) 
began here in this region, I hope 
to rock out my last days on a 
comfortable porch.” 

Eisenhower made no reference 
to politics in his talk. 

Judge’ W. C. Sheely of the 
Adams county court introduced 
Eisenhower to the crowd as Get- 
tysburg’s “adopted son.” 

' Fine, a key figure in the G.O-P. 
President-picking picture, so far 
is uncommitted to any candidate. 
‘A poll by the Associated Press of 
the delegation which he heads 
shows 20 favoring Eisenhower, 18 
for Senator Robert A. Taft of 
‘Ohio and 32 undecided but in- 
‘clined to follow Fine’s leadership. 

The Governor arranged for the 
picnic at the request of Eisenhow- 
er leaders. He also is setting up 
similar meetings in behalf of Taft. 

Before the picnic began, G. Ma- 
gon Owlett, Republican National 
Committeeman from  Pennsyl- 
vania, told reporters: “It is im- 
portant that the Pennsylvania 
delegation remain uncommitted.” 

It was Owlett who this week 
sponsored the selection fo Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur for Republi- 
can convention keynoter. Mac- 
Arthur is for Taft. 

Jokes About His ‘Trouble.’ 

At the picnic the five-star gen- 
eral jovially remarked to one del- 
egate: “They’ve got me into a lot 
of trouble, haven’t they?” refer- 
ring to his backers: He did not 
elaborate. 

Asked by a delegate if he fav- 
ors removing top personnel in the 
State Department, Eisenhowez re- 
plied: “I understand all the top 
personnel in the State Depart- 
ment are members of the other 
party. When I say we need a new 
administration, I mean a new a@ 
ministration in all its parts.” 

The general was in shirt sleeves 
as he toured the farm to inspect 
the fields of wheat, oats and corn 
with the delegates and accom- 
panying reporters. He kept up a 
rapid fire of talk on points of in- 
terest on the farm. Of a Guernsey 
yearling bull, Eisenhower re- 
marked: “It’s one of my proudest 
possessions.”

MILK PRICE HIKE 
EXPECTED AS RESULT 
OF PRODUCERS’ RISE 


An increase in the retail price 
of milk in St. Louis is expected 
to result from a seasonal adjust- 
ment of prices to dairy farmers 
which the Federal Government 
will put into effect next month. 

Producers of Class I milk for 
the St. Louis market will receive 
$1.81 per hundredweight over the 
basic formula price for the deliv- 
ery period from July through De- 
cember, Market Administrator 
Fred L. Shipley announced today. 
This will be 42 cents moré than 
the differential put into effect for 
the corresponding season of 1951, 
when the seasonal change resulted 
in a retail price imcrease of 134° 
cents a quart. In 1950, retail 
prices here went up 1% to 2 cents 
a quart. 

The set differential for the 
July-through-December period is 
$1.45 per hundredweight (4614 
quarts). A supply-demand adjust- 
ment of 36 cents is being added 
this year under a formula de- 
signed to bring about a more de- 
sirable balance between over-all 
milk production and Class I sales 
(sales for utilization as fluid milk, 
cream, buttermilk, skim milk and 
flavored milk drinks). 

Most dairies now charge 23 
cents a quart for delivered Grade 
A milk.

St. Louis continued to: swelter 
today in the second hottest early 


June period on record. The tem- 
perature reached 96 at 3 p.m. It 
was the ninth successive day with 
readings above 90, and the Weath- 
er Bureau offered no prospect of 
immediate relief. 

Sixteen persons were treated at 
hospitals for heat exhaustion and 
one man died of a heart condition, 
aggravated by the heat. 

The temperature yesterday 
reached 97.4 degrees at the down- 
town Weather Bureau office and 
98 at Lambert-St. Louis Field. It 
was the hottest day here since 
last Aug. 31, when the downtown 
temperature was 98, and the 
hottest June 12 in the 117 years 
that weather records have been 
kept. 

St. Louis was the hottest spot 
in the United States early today, 
with a temperature of 81 degrees 
at 6 a.m. Next warmest was 
Tampa, Fla., with 80. 

Parks here were crowded with 
persons seeking relief as ther- 
mometer readings continued in 
the 90s until 11 p.m. The aver- 
age for the night—from 10 p.m. 
to 7 a:m.—was 86.4 degrees. 

The only previous year with so 
protracted a heat spell in the first 
half of June was 1914, when nine 
of the first 12 days had tempera- 
tures above 90. Average tempera- 
ture for the nine days in that year 
was somewhat higher than this 


year. 

Continued failure of many St. 
Louis county residents to refrain 
from lawn sprinkling created a 
new water shortage, several hun- 
dred homes in high areas being 
without water last night.

U.S. Reported Against 
Big 4 Meeting Until 
Impartial Survey on 
Possibility of Free Elec- 
tions Is Agreed On.

WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP) 
—The Western Big Three powers 
were reported seeking final agree- 
ment among themselves today on 
the precise conditions under 


which they would be willing to 
—— German issues with Rus- 
sia. 

State Department officials said 
after talks among Secretary Ache- 
son and the British and French 
ambassadors here that there was 
no basic disagreement on the sub- 
ject of a Big Four meeting “pro- 
vided certain conditions are met.” 
They did not specify the condi- 
tions, but declared that none of 
the three Western powers was 
willing to agree to a session on 
Soviet-dictated terms. 


Note Being Prepared. 

The need for agreement among 
the three arises from the fact that 
the latest Western note in a long 
series of exchanges with Moscow 
is now in preparation. The Rus- 
sians have been insisting on a Big 
Four session to take up the uni- 
fication of Germany and the pre- 
paration of a German peace 
treaty. 

In previous notes, the Western 
powers have insisted that prior to 
a discussion of those fundamental 
problems the four nations should 
agree upon a United Nations or 
other “impartial” investigation of 
the opportunity. for free elections 
throughout Eastern and Western 
Germany. 

When work on the projected 
new Western note started, Wash- 
ington, Paris and London re- 
viewed their positions and came 
up with suggestions as to what 
a should tell the Russians this 
time. 

The French have been reported 
favoring an offer to meet with the 
Russians at an early date provid- 
ed the conference would be lim- 
ited to the conditions for holding 
free elections in Germany and the 
circumstances in which the unifi- 
cation would be effected. 

British Willingness Indicated. 

There have been some indica- 
tions that the British also would 
be willing to make such a propo- 
sition but the United States has 
been represented as not favoring 
a meeting until agreement is 
reached with Russia on making 
an impartial inquiry into political 
conditions throughout: Germany. 

British Ambassador Sir Oliver 
Franks and French Ambassador 
Henri Bonnet conferred with 
Acheson late yesterday. They 
conceded the problem of drafting 
a note to the Russians had been 
discussed but that was about all 
they would say. 

The Western powers believe 
that Russia’s main purpose in 
proposing a session on a German 
peace treaty now is to try to dis- 
rupt plans for giving West Ger- 
many virtual independence as an 
ally of the anti-Communist West- 
ern bloc, 


Russians Free One Kidnaped 
West Berliner, But Seize Woman. 

BERLIN, June 13 (AP)—The 
Russians today freed one German 
they had kidnaped from West 
Berlin, but they defied a British 
protest by continuing to hold two 
West Berlin newspaper men seized 
at the same time. 

A West Berlin woman also was 
arrested by Communist police last 
night and still was in their cus- 
tody today. She was the first vic- 
tim of a new Communist decree 
which extended to Berlin’s. boun- 
daries the same severe measures 
which have sealed the East-West 
German frontier. 

The new Red decree makes the 
street boundaries of West Berlin 
an armed frontier. Any one who 
crosses is liable to at least two 
years in prison—perhaps death if 
they are ruled major violators “of 
the peace.”

Smith, confirming that armed 
guards put down a “demonstra- 
tion” by prisoners in the camp 
stockade but added that “no one 
was seriously injured.” 

It was reported, however, that 
the prisoners used rocks and fists 
in the hour-long fight, which 
started when the prisoners were 
denied smoking privileges as a 
disciplinary measure. 

Reports from nearby Oceanside 
said the guards broke up the bat- 
tle with bayonets and tear gas, 
but’ base officials did not confirm 
these reports. 

Marine authorities denied the 
riot was connected with the fatal 
beating of a prisoner, allegedly 
by a fellow-inmate, in another 
stockade June 2. 

They disclosed Pfc. Robert E. 
Hootman of Kirkwood, Mo., was 
beaten to death during an acci- 
dental blackout of the area. Pvt. 
Leon D. Franklin, Palestine, Tex., 
is charged with the killing. 

Officers said it took the guards 
a half hour to stop the Tuesday 
disturbance. Names of the ring- 
leaders in the riot were withheld 
pending completion of an in- 
vestigation. 

Maj. Clarence Sypher denied a 
report that the rioters set fire to 
a shack inside the stockade and 
said 150 other prisoners in the 
stockade took no part in the 
fighting. 

Sypher led a reinforced guard 
unit into the stockade to restore 
order when the prisoners per- 
sisted in chanting: “We want more 
smokes. We want more smokes.” 


Pfc.. Robert E. Hootman, 25 
years old, was the son of Mrs.

1100 LOSE HOMES

PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 13 
(AP)—President Philip Murray of 
the striking CIO United Steel 
Workers told his policy-making 
aids today that the union -hop 
issue is only one of four obstacles 
holding up settlement of the na- 
tion-wide strike, now in its twelfth 
day. 

He said the industry had falsely 
given out the impression that the 
union shop is the only issue. He 
called that “a plain unadulterated 
lie.” 

Murray, who also heads the 
CIO, declared the steel wage-price 
dispute has become a “political 
football, made so by men who ei- 


ther do not care, or do not under- 
stand the economic situation.” 


He told a joint strategy session 
of the USW executive board and 
wage policy committee: 

“I do not profess to know how 
— the struggle (strike) will 
Assails Senator Byrd. 

He especially assailed Senator 

Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, for 
his amendment “requesting” Pres- 
ident Truman to use the Taft- 
Hartley act to obtain an 80-day 
injunction against the walkout. 
The Senate added the amendment 
to its Defense Production Act ex- 
tension bill. 

“The House is given to its own 
consideration and, if we can judge 
from past experience, its verdict 
will not be favorable to us,”’ Mur- 
ray said. : 

Murray was given a rising ova- 
tion when he said it is his pur- 
pose to “carry out your mandate 
and the mandate of the last con- 
vention to the very end.” 

He referred to a_ resolution 
adopted at the union’s convention 
in May that urged a settlement 
based on recommendations of the 
Wage Stabilization Board. 

The WSB recommended a 26- 
cent hourly increase for - steel 
workers, who now average about 
$1.95 an hour, and also called for 
a union shop. 

Other Obstacles Listed. 

In addition to the union shop, 
Murray listed these other issues 
as blocking a-final settlement: 

1. The steel industry’s insist- 
ence on a management clause 
in any new contract, Murray 
said such a clause, defining 
management’s rights, would al- 
low companies to start speed- 
ups.

ONLY 1487 JAPANESE STILL 
CAPTIVE IN RUSSIA, TASS SAYS 


MOSCOW, June 13 (AP)—The 
Soviet news agency Tass said to- 
day there are only 1487 Japanese 
prisoners of war still in Russia, 
all of whom have been con- 
demned for war crimes. 

The agency said it was author- 
ized to make the statement to re- 
fute stories in the Japanese press 
that Mrs. Tomi Kora, a Japanese 
member of Parliament, had dis- 
cussed with Soviet officials the 
return of 182,000 Japanese pris- 
oners of war. 

The Japanese papers quoted 
Mrs. Kora as saying the Soviet 
Union would return the prisoners 
on conclusion of a separate Rus- 
sian-Japanese peace treaty. Tass 
said this was a “total fabrication” 
designed to confuse Japanese 
public opinion.

An increase of $26,000,000 in 
the valuation of tangible personal 
property for tax purposes *‘as re- 
ported yesterday by City Assessor 
Joseph T. Sestric.

Chapman Says Truman 
Decided Recent Discus- 
sions 
ment’s Interest. 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP) 
~—The Government has abandoned 
a plan to lease offshore oil and 
gas lands under authority of the 
Surplus Property Act, Secretary 
of Interior Oscar Chapman dis- 
closed yesterday. 

He told the Senate Judiciary 
Committee that 
concurred in a recommendation 
that I made to the effect that no 
further consideration be given to 
the possibility of such a leasing 
program.” 


He told the committee presi- 
dential approval would have been 


necessary for him to act under 
authority of an undated order 
signed by General Services Ad- 
ministrator Jess Larson. The or- 
der never was made effective. 

Chapman said recent public dis- 
cussions of the situation would 
adversely affect the Government's 
interest regarding leases. He adde- 
ed that this was the reason the 
President thought the plan should 
be dropped. 

Chapman said he was “amazed” 
that Senator Holland of Florida 
had not heard of the proposed 
move. He submitted to the com- 
mittée photostatic copies of news- 
paper stories and correspondence 
he has had with numerous mem- 
bers of Congress stating such a 
program was under consideration. 

The inquiry was called at the 
request of Holland, who said he 
had been:refused permission by 
Chapman to see official corre- 
spondence on the subject between 
the Justice and Interior Depart- 
ments. . 

Holland charged before the 
committee that until 
brought the subject up, there had 
been no disclosures of the full 
facts. He accused the Interior 
Department of trying to bypass 
Congress, which has refused to 
pass legislation giving the Federal 
Government control of the tide- 
lands. 

Chapman's disclosure of his 
conference on the subject with 
the President came after Holland 
said that as recently as June 5 
Truman planned to stand back of 
an Interior Department plan to 
issue oil and gas leases on the 
lands under powers of the Sur- 
plus Property Disposal Act. 

Holland also said that June 6 
the then newly seated Attorney 
General James P. McGranery 
wrote to Chapman stating that in 
his opinion the Interior Depart- 
ment had authority to proceed 
with the leasing program as 
planned. 

That letter was made public at 
the hearing yesterday when As- 
sistant Attorney General Joseph 
Duggan complied with a request 
of the committee and placed it 
and two other letters in the rec- 
ord. 

One of the other letters was 
dated Jan. 11, 1952, and signed 
by the then Attorney General J. 
Howard McGrath. It said the 
question of leasing authority un- 
der the Surplus Property Act was 
“not free from doubt” but that 
nevertheless if the Interior De- 
partment felt it was needed as a 
matter of public policy the Jus- 
tice Department would lend its 
“active co-operation and support.” 


RUSSIA HAS TOTAL CONTROL 
OF POLISH ARMY, BONN SAYS 


BONN, June 13 (AP) — The 
Russians have grabbed complete 
control of Poland's armed forces 


by placing their own men in all 
important positions, the West 
German Government said today: 
in its official bulletin. 

The bulletin said the Russians 
had greatly enlarged and mod- 
ernized Poland’s army so it has 
become “the strongest of all the 
Soviet satellite forces in Europ 
and Russia’s most important mili- 
tary partner.” 

The article, written by Dr. P. 
H. Seraphim, a university profes- 
sor and expert on eastern affairs, 
estimated that Poland has 500,000 
men under arms and a million 
trained reserves.

Five Doctors Deny Health of U. S. 
Youth Is Declining, | 


CHICAGO, June 13 (UP)—Five 
doctors attending the American 
Medical Association convention 
disagreed today with Draft Direc- 
tor Lewis B. Hershey that the 
health of the nation’s youth is on | 
the downgrade. | 
Hershey said that 45 per cent | 
of the men eligible for military, 
service had been turned down for 
physical, mental or moral reasons 
im the last four years. 

The doctors said the high rejec- 
tion rate was due to: (1) illiteracy 
‘rather than poor health, and (2) 
'overly high standards set by the 
services themselves. 

Two doctors said Hershey’s 
statement. was simply a plug for 
“socialized medicine” by trying to 
convince’ the public that the 
nation’s health was slipping. 

Dr. Rowland B. Kennedy, ex-

Stevenson’s friends say, how- 
ever, that all of those considera- 
tions would be overridden if ‘he 
believed the Democratic party and 
the country really need his serv- 
ices. 

The subject of a Stevenson 
draft cropped up yesterday. at 
President Truman’s press confer- 
ence. Truman neither agreed nor 
disagreed with a prediction made 
to hinmy a-short time earlier by 
Scott Lucas, former Illinois Sen- 
ator, that Stevenson would accept 
a draft. 

Stevenson contends there are 
other men available and sees 
nothing especially wrong, for in- 
stance, with Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver of Tennessee. 

Stevenson has made it clear 
that he would be more willing to 
run if Senator Taft is the Repub- 
lican nominee. He feels strongly 
that Taft’s foreign policies are 
wrong and would pitch his cam- 
paign primarily on that issue. As 
a middle-of-the-roader, Stevenson 
would not be too far away from 
Taft on some important domestic 
issues: 

The Illinois Governor is less in- 
terested in running against Gen. 
Eisenhower. This is more because 
he believes Eisenhower would 
carry on the present foreign 
policy than because he believes 
the General would be more diffi- 
cult to defeat. 

Stevenson seems to have 
thought when he said on April 15 
that he could not accept any nom- 
ination but that for governor this 
summer, he was taking himself 
entirely out of the presidential 
contest, 

When .this didn’t stop letters, 
telegrams, phone calls and visiting 
politicians from urging him to 
run, he was immeasurably sur- 


prised.

Both Sides Heard in Dispute 
On Missouri River ‘Pile Dikes’ 


Army Engineers and 


Farmers Present Con- 


flicting. Views Before Basin 
Survey Commission. 


By RICHARD G. BAUMHOFF

HERMANN, Mo., June 13—Is- 
Sues are being joined in the 
biggest river controversy in east- 
ern. Missouri, as the Missouri 
Basin Survey Commission moves 
into this section. 

The commission began hearing 
from both sides of the argument 
over the Army Engineers’ “pile 
dikes,” for the’ navigation chan- 
nel, at Jefferson City yesterday. 
They heard more here today and 
anticipate ,even sharper com- 
plaints at St. Charles tomorrow. 

On one side are farmers and 
land owners who are firmly con- 
vinced that the narrow, restricted 
channel being developed for 
barge hauling in the lower Mis- 
souri river is directly responsible 
for bigger and more frequent 
floods, due to the reduced space 
for normal flow. Some of them 
have laid before the survey com- 
mission United States’ Geological 
Survey data in support of their 
contention. 

Army on Other Side, 

On the other side is theArmy’s 
Corps of Engineers, backed vocif- 
erously before the commission, 
especially at the Jefferson City 
session, by advocates of flood con- 
trol, who are satisfied with the 
Army’s work and pians. 

The Army Engineers have been 
largely silent in the face of the 
complaint heretofore, but their 
Missouri river division engineer, 
Brig. Gen. Don G. Shingler, made 
a detailed reply to the commis- 
sion yesterday. 


He referred to the navigation | 


work as a general stabilization 
project holding the channel in 
place and keeping the banks and 
property beyond the banks free 
from destruction by an uncon- 
trolled flow. 

“It is my firm conviction, based 
upon careful study of the facts,” 
Shingler said, “that the river sta- 
bilization works have had little 
significant effect on flood heights. 
The ‘principal variations which 
have occurred have been due in 
the main to the effects of ex- 
tended droutks and prolonged 
floods on the erodible bed of the 
Missouri river, and to the man- 
made- obstructions which have 
been placed in the flood plain, 


such as highway and railroad em- 


bankments, bridges and levees,” 
“More Efficient” Channel. 
In support of his assertion, the 


general said: “The river bed is 


not fixed, but it tends to erode 
deeper (affording greater space 


for water flow) as the volume of 
water increases. A compact chan- 


nel is more effcient hydraulically 
than a wide, shallow’ channel. 
Variations in relationship be- 
tween flood heights and river 
stages occur from year to year in 
unimproved as well as improved 
stretches of the river.” 

In general, the farmers and 


‘landowners who have complained I< , 


to. the commission about the pile 
dikes have lacked technical back- 
ground for support of their de- 
mand to “tear out the pile dikes.” 
A Lamine (Mo.) farmer said: 
“Let's build boats to fit the river 
and quit trying to build the river 
to fit boats.” 

Among witnesses at Jefferson 
City who argued for the plans 
of the Army Engineers, because 
of their desire for quick action to 


prevent floods, were representa- | 


tives of a number of central Mis- 
souri groups belonging to the 
Missouri-Arkansas Basins 
Control Association. That asso- 
ciation has had & lively start since 
its organization last autumn. 

Others taking essentially the 
game stand for flood control in- 
cluded spokesmen of the Missouri 
Farm Bureau federation, the Mis- 
souri Cotton Producers’ Associa- 
tion (southeastern corner of the 
state), the City of Marshall, a 
Grand river group from. northern 
Missouri, and an organization 
from Henry county urging con- 
struction of Kaysinger Bluff dam 
near Warsaw. The lafter group 
was somewhat unique, since some 
of its people own farms that 
would be inundated in the pro- 
posed reservoir site. 

Witness after witness has im- 


pressed on the commission the 
ruination caused by the frequent 
severe floods in Missouri in the 
last 10 years. They have told of 
the ruination of land, the finan- 
cial ruination of farmers, and the 
driving away of population. Some 
large farm areas in the river bot- 
toms have become virtually de- 
serted, they said.

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Government Suffered Losing Streak 
In Last U.S. Supreme Court Term, 
Defeats Total 30 and Victories 59 


Solicitor General Perlman Won Four and 
Lost Four, Contrasting With Over-All 
Score of 47 and 12 — Summary of Impor- 


tant Decisions and 


Justices’ Voting Score. 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP). 
HE Government ran into a losing streak with cases it took to 
the Supreme Court in the term just ended. 


The decision against President Truman’s steel seizure topped | 
a list of 30 defeats for Justice Department attorneys. They scored | 


59 victories. 


Solicitor General Philip B. Perlman, the Government’s chief 


attorney before the high tribunal, 


argued eight cases, including the 


steel seizure case. He won four and lost four. 


In contrast is his overall record 
since he became solicitor general 
in 1947, Perlman has argued a 
total of 61 cases, winning 47 and 
losing 12. In two cases he neith- 
er won nor lost. So far as can 
be determined, Perlman has made 
more appearances before the Su- 
preme Court, and won more cases, 
than any other solicitor general. 
Scores in Four Previous Terms. 

A survey of government cases 
before the Supreme Court in four 


previous terms shows this higher 
record of goveinment wins: 
1950-51 term, won 69 cases and 
lost 22; 1949-50 term, won 82 and 
lost 35; 1948-49 term, won 79 and 
lost 22; 1947-48 term, won 73 and 
lost 19. Totals for the last five 
terms are 362 wins and 128 losses, 
or 74 per cent wins and 26 per 
cent losses. 
Government cases lost last 
term, in addition to the steel seiz- 
ure appeal, included a decision 
that the Secretary of Agriculture 
lacked authority to order payment 
of millions of dollars to milk co- 
operatives for disposing of milk 
during seasons of high production. 
The Supreme Court also decid- 
ed the Government had failed to 
prove that a non-profit medical 
and hospital insurance plan spon- 
sored by the Oregon State Medical 
Society rejected a Government 
contention that an employer vio- 
lated the National Labor Relations 
Act by insisting on a “manage- 
ment prerogative” clause during 
collective bargaining talks. 


Communist Bail Decision. . 

The Government also lost an 
appeal by which it sought to fix 
bail at $500,000 each for 12 sus- 
pected Communists who were held 
in Los Angeles. Chief Justice 
Vinson, speaking for the court, 
said the suspects were entitled 
to lower bail. 

Other cases involving Com- 
munists and attorneys for Com- 
munists*were decided in the Gov- 
ernment’s favor. 

For instance, the high court 
gaid aliens may be deported for 
past membership in the Commu- 
nist party of the United States; 
alien Communists who have been 
ordered deported may be held 
without bail on orders by the at- 
torney general; aliens ordered de- 
ported must make timely applica- 
tion for travel papers or face 10 
years in prison. 

Government victories included 
a series of anti-trust cases, among 


them a major case against the 
Richfield Oil Corp. of Los Ange- 
les. The Government charged 
Richfield had illegal agreements 
with about 3000 service stations. 

The 89 Government cases 
handled by the Supreme Court in 
its last term were only a handful 
among the 1368 appeals docketed. 
From this array of issues the jus- 
tices granted hearings in 129 
cases. 

The work load was about the 
same as in the 1950-51 term when 
1335 cases were docketed and the 
court heard arguments on 131 of 
them. 

Black, Douglas Dissenters. 

Justices Black and Douglas re- 
mained the most frequent dissent- 
ers in the last term. Black wrote 


13 dissenting opinions and cast 24. 


other dissenting votes. Douglas 
wrote 15 dissenting opinions and 
cast 18 other dissenting votes. The 
same justices were leaders in the 
number of majority opinions writ- 
ten, each having turned out 11. 

Decisions of the last term most 
likely to be remembered by the 
public, along with the steel-seiz- 
ure ruling, included: 

Approval of New York State’s 
“released time” program for giv- 
ing religious instruction to public 
school pupils. 

Dismissal of a taxpayers’ attack 
on validity of daily Bible reading 
in New Jersey public schools. 

Approval of New York state’s 
anti-Communist teacher law, de- 
signed to bar subversive persons 
from jobs in the public school 
system. 

Granting of free speech and 
free press rights to the movie 
industry, plus rulings that films 
may not be banned on sacrilegious 
grounds or by vague city ordi- 
nances. 

Finding that radio broadcasts 


on public vehicles do not violate 
the Federal Constitution. 
Ruling that presidential elector 
candidates may be compelled to 
sign a national party loyalty 
pledge.

Governor Does Not 
Close Door to 
Draft in Talks at 
Washington.

WASHINGTON, June 13. 


HILE Senator Taft was dis- 
playing in Chicago his abso- 
| lute control of the Republi- 
'can convention machinery, Demo- 
'crats here were renewing their 
| pressure on Gov. Adlai E. Steven- 
son of Illinois to become their 
candidate. 

Gov. Stevenson patiently went 
over with them the familiar 
ground. He stressed especially 
his personal situation and his de- 
isire to be re-elected for another 
four years as Illinois Governor so 
he can complete the reforms he 
has begun. But when he left 
here late Tuesday, Stevenson had 
not closed the door to a draft. 

* What he did do was to hint that 
he might make another public 
statement about his intentions 
next weekend. ’ 

It is difficult to see how such a 
statement could be anything but 
an absolute foreclosure. Steven- 
son has never said he would re- 
fuse to be drafted but he has de- 
clared already he is not a candi- 
date. Another “no, but” state- 
ment is not only unnecessary, it 
would tend to make the whole 
thing ridiculous. 


Deserves Sympathy. 

A man in Gov. Stevenson’s po- 
sition deserves sympathy. He 
ceases to be, except for a few in- 
timates, an individual entitled to 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness; he becomes instead a 
symbol of the hopes and aspira- 
tions of all kinds of people. 

The same thing of course hap- 
pened to Gen. Eisenhower. 

While both men have a substan- 
tial quota of self-servers among 
those who urge them on to the 
presidency, they also have many 
supporters in whom they can take 
pride. These, of course, are by 
far the most difficult to refuse 
since they set forth proper and 
even noble aims. 

The Stevenson advocates are a 
mixed bag, but they do include 
some of the stancher Democrats 
who will not urge upon him a 
vested interest in the mistakes of 
the past. It will not be too easy 
for any Democrat to clean house 
in Washington, a talking point 
nobody can take away from the 
Republicans. 

Independence Noticeable. 

It is noticeable, however, how 
very independent all Democratic 
candidates are acting with the ex- 
ception of Averell Harriman. 
Harriman, a White House aid, has 
gone down the line for President 
Truman and the Truman policies; 
the others leave most of this un- 
said. 

The Harriman forces naturally 
are exploiting their advantages as 
the only simon-pure New Dealers 
of the Roosevelt-Truman brand. 
It is now becoming fashionable 
in Administration circles to dis- 
cover that there is much more to 
Harriman than had been suspected 
and that Gov.

Russian Aircraft. 


Two Vapor Trails, on the North Aladkn 
Coast and in Northern Canada, Are 
Held to Have Been Genuine Traces of

Four claimed contrails—vapor 
trails left by aircraft flying at 
altitude—have been sighted in re- 
cent months. Two of these have 
been dismissed after careful in- 
vestigation as probably the result 
of special atmospheric conditions 
and cloud effects, but two others, 
one on the North Alaskan coast 
and one in northern Canada, are 
held to have been the genuine 
traces of Soviet air reconnaissance 
missions. The Alaskan sighting, 
at least, is held to have been con- 
firmed by the evidence of the 
radar net. 

This Soviet air reconnaissance 
of our continent is only the 
equivalent of what we ourselves 
have been doing for some time. 
Our long-range aircraft have been 
flying reconnaissance operations 
on the Siberian coast since before 
Korea; and they have gone in far 
enough for interception to be at- 
tempted on more than one Occa- 
sion. There can be very little 
doubt that the Navy Privateer 
shot down over the Baltic a 
couple of years ago was also on 
reconnaissance duty. 

In the case of the best-con- 
firmed Soviet venture into our 
air—that in northern Alaska— 
there is some doubt about 
whether the Russian four-motored 
bomber actually passed the off- 
shore line where it had a right to 
fly and even though Canadian ter-

CTIVE reconnaissance of this continent by the Soviet strategic 
air force has now begun. About six months ago, the Soviet 
equivalent of a wing of TU-4s, or perhaps two wings, moved 
into new bases on Kamchatka across the Bering strait from Alaska.

Even in the Alaskan case, the 
sighting of the contrail was posi- 
tive while the blip on the radar 
screen was arguable: In the 
Canadian case, marked as a prob- 
able, the Soviet plane appears to

The radar warning system is 
being improved, of course, al- 
though the rate of investment in 
vitually necessary airborne early 
warning equipment still leaves 
much to be desired. Still more 
important, the decision has not 
even been taken yet to buy the 
real heart of a modern air de- 
fense system—all the costly com- 
plex of different types of guided 
missiles which are just now being 
perfected. Even the production 
of night fighter-interceptors is 
being slowed by low priorities.

The word went out yesterday in 
the department’s daily wireless 
bulletin, which is transmitted for

It said many Democrats hope 
Taft will be nominated by the op- 
position.

The “United States political 
scene” bears the byline of J. 
Lawrence Dean. Officials said 
this is a pen-name for Theodore 
A. Huntley, chief congressional 
correspondent for the State De- 
partment international informa- 
tion administration. 

Huntley is a former Washing- 
ton correspondent for the Pitts- 
burgh Post and in the early 1930s 
was secretary to Republican Sena- 
tor David Reed of Pennsylvania. 

A spokesman for Dr. Wilson 
Compton, head of the information 
administration, said the column 
was carefully prepared to preserve 
a balance between the major po- 
litical parties. The official said 
that it had been praised by foreign 
publications and radios as infor- 
mative and objective. 


U.S. AND MEXICO EXTEND PAST 
FOR USE OF FARM LABOR 


WASHINGTON, June 12 (UP) 
—The United States and Mexico 
have revised and extended for 18 
months their 1951 agreement on 
the use of Mexican farm labor 
in this country, the State Depart- 
ment announced today. 

The agreement, under which 
workers are recruited in Mexico 
to help harvest United States 
crops, had heen scheduled to ex- 
pire June 30. It was extended to 
Dec. 31, 1953, after 33 amend- 
ments were made and two new 


articles added. 


Truman Keeps Hands Off Issue 
Of Gen. MacArthur as Keynoter 


He Leaves Matter Up to Army but Says He 
Will Call Down Pentagon if Not Satisfied 


With Its Handling. 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP). 
RESIDENT TRUMAN is taking a hands-off attitude toward 
Gen, Douglas MacArthur’s delivering the keynote speech at the 
Republican national convention. But he has left himself leeway 
to ring the bell on the general later. 


Truman told his press confer- 
ence late. yesterday he regards 
the keynote assignment as politi- 
cal but said the question of 
whether army regulations forbid 
such political activity by a gen- 
eral wiio hasn’t retired was the 
Army’s baby. 

He went on to say, under re- 
peated prodding by reporters, that 
he hasn’t discussed the matter 
with Army authorities. 

Then the President acknowl- 
edged that he is commander-in- 
chief, and said that if he was not 
satisfied with what the Army 
heads did, he would call them 
down. He said he was sure the 
Army would handle the matter as 
it should be handled, however, 
and added that he was not going 
to interfere. 

Army Not Planning Action. 

The Army announced last Tues- 
day it was not considering any 
action in connection with Mac- 
Arthur’s designation as conven- 
tion keynote speaker. 

That position is described as 
based on the belief ‘that when 
Congress created the five-star 
rank for certain Army and Navy 
officers it established a special 
category of rank, different from 
any other: 

All this had the effect of leav- 
ing an atmosphere of uncertainty 
around the status of any other 
general or G.I. who might decide 
to take an active part in the poli- 
tical campaign. 

A reporter asked the Army ff 
its position in the MacArthur mat- 
ter meant that Army Regulation 
600-10, Section 17, which bars 
Army personnel on active duty 
from engaging in political activ- 
ity, Was no longer in force, and 
that any Army man could parti- 
cipate actively in a campaign. 

After an hour’s consideration, 
an Army spokesman said the an- 
swer was “No.” 

Is Gen. MacArthur the excep- 
tion in the application of this 
regulation? the spokesman was 
asked. 

There was another upstairs con- 
ference, The spokesman’s answer 
this time was: 

“The department of the Army 
has nothing further to say on this 
subject.” 

In some Army quarters, there 
persisted today the belief—or at

Series of No Comments. 

Mostly, Truman replied to press 
conference questions with a series 
of genial no comments. 
. He wouldn’t say, for instance, 
whether he plans to invoke the 
Taft-Hartley Act in the steel 
strike, as the Senate has urged 
him to do, though he did say no 
when asked if he would use the 
Selective Service Act. 

(One section of the draft law 
allows the Government to seize a 
plant which has an order from the 
Government for defense materials 
and does not produce.) 


Neither would Truman discuss 
the South Korean government’s 
bar on Voice of America broad- 
casts over Korean government 
stations, beyond calling attention 
to 9 State -_Department’s state- 
ment.

Truman declined direct com- 
ment on Gen. Eisenhower's state- 
ments regarding cuts in federal 
expenditures. 

A reporter asked: 

“Gen. Eisenhower was quoted 
this morning as saying that 40 
billion dollars could be cut out 
of the budget. Do you agree?” 

Truman said with a grin that 
he thought Senator Taft had an- 
swered Eisenhower. 

Impossible, Taft Says. 

Taft said yesterday such a cut 
would be impossible, adding that 
Eisenhower must have been mis- 
quoted. 

On other matters Truman said:

Our taxes, too, have contributed to 
building those grand new apartments 
in the Cochran Gardens housing project 
for low-income families. 

In the larger sense of social good I 
believe those apartments will be worth 
what we have paid. 

However, I am looking for the apart- 
ments for families in the $3000 to $5000 
annual income bracket. 

These families are generally not eli- 
gible for public housing. they can’t af- 
ford to pay the rentals in the fine new 
privately built apartments, and if they 
have a child they are not welcome in 
an older apartment or flat where the 
rent is “controlled.” 

Many of these families have been 
forced to buy county subdivision houses 
which they can ill afford when they fig- 
ure all the costs of home ownership.

Utter Irresponsibility 

An irresponsible political act. That is what the 
Senate committed when it voted down the Morse 
standby seizure proposal. 

The way the Senate divided showed that those 
who killed the measure were not viewing the 
issue on its merits, but were instead engaging 
in politics. 

The Morse proposal was a serious, careful ef- 
fort to approach the problem of what the Fed- 
eral Government may properly do when a strike 
ties up a vital defense industry such as steel. 
It sought to give the executive limited seizure 
authority, in an emergency situation, and under 
conditions controlling profits and wages so as to 
establish equality of sacrifice on the part of both 
ownership and workers. 

Such a law is needed to assure the country 
that the experience with steel will not be re- 
peated in the same industry or duplicated in 
other industries whose products are urgently 
needed in connection with the Korean war or 
the defense effort here and in Europe. 

Yet the Senate turned thumbs down by the 
vote of 54 to 26—more than 2 to 1. It cannot be 
said to have given the proposal serious attention 
at all. The Dixiecrats teamed up with the Old 
Guard Republicans and that was that. This time 
only two Republicans, Senator Morse of Oregon, 
the sponsor of the proposal, and Senator Tobey 
of New Hampshire, voted Yes. Every other Re- 
publican voted against the amendment, was 
paired against it or announced against it. 

A check of the rollcall shows what was lost in 
the congressional election two years ago. Dirk- 
sen of Illinois, who defeated Scott Lucas, then 
majority leader, voted No. Smathers of Florida, 
who defeated Claude Pepper; Smith of North 
Carolina, who defeated Frank P, Graham, voted 
to kill the idea, and so on. 

The “class of '46,” Jenners, Kems, Cains and 
McCarthys who are up for re-election this year 
all voted against the Morse proposal. The lesson 
is plain.

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Help for the Library 

A bill that would permit St. Louisans to come 
to the aid of their Public Library has been in- 
troduced in the Board of Aldermen. It ought 
to pass without a dissenting vote, for it would 
do no more than submit at the November elec- 
tion the question of whether the library tax 
should be increased from 6 to 10 cents, 

Like virtually every other public or private 
activity, the library is feeling the inflationary 
pinch of the times. Unhappily it can do nothing 
about it. On the one hand, its income is fixed 
by law; on the other, its seryices are free, pro- 
ducing a profit only in enriched and expanded 
human experience. The result is that its staff 
services need rebuilding, many of its 19 branch 
buildings require repair and its employes are 
working for substandard salaries. 

A 4-cent rise in the library tax would bring 
in about $600,000 annually. This would cure 
the library's current illness and lift it from the 
position of the poorest-financed in the state. 

The cost to the taxpayer would be small. For 
a person taxed on a $100 personal property as- 
sessment, the price of meeting the library's 
needs would be a trifling 4 cents a year; for the 
real estate owner with property assessed at 


$5000, it would be $2. Surely St. Louisans will © 


not hesitate to relieve the library's distress. 
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Veto the McCarran Bill 


Lighting the way to freedom, the Statue of 
Liberty tells all the world to “send these, the 
tempest-tossed, to me.” 

For a nation with such a symbol, the McCar- 
ran immigration bill represents an impossible 
policy, The 302-page measure has reached the 
President. His best course is a forthright veto. 

Certainly the United States cannot admit 
every alien who may hope for a new life here. 
But a sound policy would admit as many immi- 
grants as the nation could absorb, and treat 
them with the elementary justice accorded all 
citizens, The McCarran bill fails on both points: 


1. The bill maintains a wall of exclusion, 


It would permit this prosperous nation to ad- 
mit only 380 more immigrants annually than at 
present, or 154,658. Probably more than half of 
these, history shows, would never actually come, 
because unused quotas given one country could 
not be used by another. 

Admittedly, the bill softens racial discrimina- 
tion and relaxes the harsh ban of Senator Mc- 
Carran’s Internal Security Act on entry of any 
former totalitarian, however changed he might 
be. But in practice it mocks these concessions 
with a compound of suspicion and prejudice. 

It sets up a test of ancestry for the Orient 
and offers Asiatic nations absurdly low quotas, 
It retains the “national origins” theory as a 
basis for general quotas. This treats North Euro- 
peans as the most desirable immigrants, and 
insults everybody else. Unhappily, this policy 
does not even work out, because Northern Eu- 
rope has not used its quotas, 

2. This bill proposes new and arbitrary pro- 
cedures for excluding or deporting aliens. 

It gives broad discretion to immigration offi- 
cials. The American Civil Liberties Union urged 
for aliens “the same treatment accorded a citi- 


zen—a fair hearing.” But the bill does not meet — 


this test. 

In some ways, the measure would make sec- 
ond-class citizens of naturalized citizens. For 
they could be deported for acts for which no 
native-born citizen could even be punished. 

For example, a naturalized citizen who “affili- 
ated” with any suspected subversive organiza 
tion within five years after his naturalization 


could be deported, even though his affilistion 


was brief and he repented. Yet a former Nazi

Such a measure is a risky document to place 
before world opinion. Its arrogance toward al- 
jens can only cause resentment among our 
friends and allies.

the rights of citizens at home. 


Congress, in this bill, tossed away a oe 
awaited opportunity to fit immigration law to 
our democratic traditions and foreign policy. But 
through a veto President Truman can urge Con- 
gress to try again, 
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Frustration Over Korea 

The British Labor Party’s ‘criticism of the 
American handling of the Panmunjom truce ne- 
gotiations and the Koje prison camp crisis are, 
to put it mildly, rather untimely. Since the mili- 
tary action in Korea is a United Nations rather 
than a United States affair, there is a case of 
sorts for participation by Great Britain and 
other U.N. members in the negotiations, but 
that case could have been made with much 
greater force at the start of the talks than it can 
be now that they have been under way for a 
year. It is rather late to change the pattern. 

But instead of merely dismissing the British 
protest, an effort shduld be made to understand 
it. To some extent, it may reflect a new feisti- 
ness on the part of such Laborites as Aneurin 
Bevan. Just now they are enjoying the elation 
of widespread successes In local elections, the 
euphoria which comes of haying given the Con- 
servatives a pretty good beating without, how- 
ever, having had to assume responsibility for 
national policies. 

Yet beneath this exuberance there probably is 
the same frustration which a good many Ameri- 
cans feel in connection with the Korean stale- 
mate. They want the situation terminated; and 
because it {s not terminated, they tend to be 
critical of those in charge. In this mood, it is 
easy enough to pick flaws. No doubt, our nego- 
tiators have made their mistakes. Yet there is no 
getting away from the fundamental fact that, es- 
pecially in recent weeks, the Communists have 
been so stubborn that hopes have considerably 
diminished. Just how could the presence of a 
British negotiator raise thase hopes once more? 


Some of the Laborites apparently feel that 
this could be achieved by the promise of Ameri- 
can recognition of the Chinese Communist Gov- 
ernment after a truce is signed. But this smacks 
of appeasement, if not of downright bribery. The 
American position long has been that the Chi- 
nese Reds cannot hope to shoot their way to 
acceptance. Whatever the case may be for de 
facto recognition and for an end to relations 
with Chiang Kai-shek, it has become involved 
in partisan politics in the United States, and a 
change of policy is hardly to be expected before 
next November's elections. 

Thus while it is possible to be sympathetic 
toward British frustrations, one cannot regard 
the Laborite protests as in line with the facts of 
the situation. Perhaps they may be of minor 
and incidental help in straightening out policy 
regarding prisoners of war, but it is most un- 
likely that the British Foreign Office will pass 
on any of the suggestions to Washington in a 
positive form. Washington may review the rec- 
ord and re-examine the various positions taken 
by the American negotiators, but until the Com- 
munists on the other side of the table display 
a change of attitude, all that can be asked is 
patience and more patience. 

-And since human beings are not angels, there 
are also bound to be some lapses into tough talk. 
Those are part and parcel of a pattern of frus- 
tration. The important point is to make sure that 
such lapses do not overcome good judgment and 
lead from the frying pan into the fire.

Michael Cardinal von Faulhaber 


The experience of Michael Cardinal von Faul- 
haber should stand as a reminder of the funda- 
mental impossibility of a compromise between 
good and evil. The cardinal-archbishop of Mu- 
nich never liked Hitler and the Nazis, yet when 
they came into power he was willing to respect 
the rule of according to Caesar those things 
which are Caesar's. He was even instrumental in 
the negotiation of a concordat between the Vati- 
can and the new German regime, 


But Von Faulhaber was unwilling to overlook 
any of the Nazi offenses against decency and 
humanity. These he denounced over and over 
again from the pulpit, standing as straight and 
as tall as one of the red brick towers of his 
Frauenkirche. Hitler hated him perhaps as much 
as he hated any man in Germany, yet he was 
afraid to touch him. The cardinal was never sent 
to one of the concentration camps against which 
he inveighed. 

For a time, however, Nazi blandishments and 
Nazi terror seemed more influential than the 
prelate’s moral indignation and courage. Except 
for “a minority whose full story may never be 
known, Germany followed the Nazi path to ruin. 
Michael von Faulhaber lived through the whole 
tragedy. He was vindicated by history. But how 
much satisfaction was there in this as he sur- 
veyed the wreck and ruin of his country? Could 
events have been given a different course? How?

Thanks to science and better living, the 
number of older people is gaining faster 
than any other group in the population— 
with the single exception of the very 
young. 

There’s sure to be a long period before 
the war-baby boom starts the average 
down again. 

As more people move into the older 
brackets, the American fetish of youth 
may weaken, the aversion to growing old 
may wane. The man in the collar ad will 
put on years, to appeal to the more ma- 
ture male; the girl in the soap ad will 
grow up. 

Business men will have to remember 
that more mature minds are weighing 
their products, whether the products are 
automobiles, books, movies, or pieces of 
furniture. 

Management, labor and government now 
are wrestling with one ofthe first prob- 
lems: how to insure a livelihood for those 
who are past their working prime.

Between Book Ends 


Famed Wisdom of Confucius 
THE GREAT DIGEST AND THE UNWOBBLING PIVOT, 

by Confucius, translation and commen by ra 

Pound, (New Directions, 18? pgs., 30.) 

This attractive edition . bl early 
Confucian classics includes, on pages 
which face Mr. Ezra Pound's translation, 
a Chinese text derived from rubbings of 
the old Stone-Classics. The Stone-Classics, 
as Mr. Achilles Fang tells us in his schol- 
arly introduction, were incised during the 
ninth century A.D. on 227 stones, each 
measuring six feet high and more than 
two feet wide, and dre still preserved in- 
tact, except for a few which were damaged 
in an earthquake in 1555. The reproduc- 
tion of the rubbings here contributes to 
making an attractive and useful edition. 

The English text by Mr. Pound is beau- 
tifully printed and includes commentary 
and interpretation of the cryptic texts by 
later Confucian scholars. It abounds in 
the sort of wisdom for which Confucius is 
famous even in the Western world. The 
generous spacing of the translation en- 
courages the reader not to hurry, but to 

meditate, at his lei- 
sure, the admirable 
sayings. This re- 
viewer found him- 
, self’ so pondering 
such beautiful state- 
ments as these: 
“The great learn- 
ing .. . is rooted in 
watching with affec- 
sana the way people 


ote the ‘root be in 
confusion, nothing 
will be well gov- 
erned.” 
“SnROTO OO 2.0 a 
Eira Pound few men under 
heaven who can love and see the defects, 
or hate and see the excellence of the 
object.” 

“Rake in wealth and you scatter the 
people. Divide the wealth and the people 
will gather to you.” 

“The archer who misses the bullseye 
turns and seeks the cause of his failure 
in himself. - 

“Only the most absolute sincerity under 
heaven can bring the inborn talent to the 
full and empty the chalice of the nature.” 

Such passages as these speak of a hu- 
manistic and a humanitarian sympathy so 
deep as to be inexhaustible in its message 
to mah. The integrity of the human per- 
sonality, the fulfillment of each man’s 
nature, the respect of man for man, and 
for man rather than matter—all these are 
a part of the national tradition which 
the West is trying so hard te understand. 
In these Stone-Classics rest some of the 
ideals which we need to understand in 
others; the surprising truth is that many 
of them are so similar to ideals to which 
we, too, aspire. There is a lesson here 
for those who care to learn it.

to study this experience, the les- 
sons were never passed on to Gen. 
MacArthur or Gen. Ridgway, 
much less to the commanders on 
Koje island itself. 

Those hapless men were left to 
learn the lesson all over again, 
and in what was for them and 
for this country the hardest pos- 
sible way. 


Violating Our Promises. 


Nobody in Washington or in 
Tokyo, moreover, seems at any 
time to have made it his business 
to consider seriously the great 
political and moral questions 
posed by prisoners of war in 
modern ideological conflicts. Yet 
we had just finished negotiating 
at great length new Geneva con- 
ventions intended to deal’ with 
the novel and thorny issues of 
the prisoners of war in such 
ideological conflicts. 

Thus our field commanders in 
Korea were instructed to invite 
enemy troops to desert to our 
lines. Yet when enemy soldiers 
did desert to us, the officers who 
were responsible for handling 
them seemed to have had no in- 
structions to take account of the 
promises which the field com- 
manders were making. 

Nobody, apparently, thought of 
telling the two sets of American 
officers—those commanding the 
fighting troops and those han- 
dling the prisoners of war — to 
carry out the same policy. So 
instead of protecting the desert- 
ers, to whom we had made prom- 
ises, we treated them not as refu- 
gees but as ordinary prisoners of 
war, and proceeded to send their 
names to the enemy, not stopping 
to think what this might mean to 
their families at home if they did 
not go home when the fighting 
ended. 


Screening Left to Army. 


One would have supposed that 
this was enough blundering, and 
that the President would then 
have been advised to see to it 
that somebody in high authority 
—in very high authority — put 
his mind seriously on the mount- 
ing and ever more complicated 
problems of the prisoners of war. 

The problem was how to honor 
our commitment to the prisoners 
and to do this within the frame- 
work of international law and 
the bounds of a wise policy — 
and to do nothing that could be 
avoided which would make it 
more difficult to get back the 
American and other U.N. prison- 
ers of war now in Communist 
hands. 

We are in honor bound not to 
repatriate all the prisoners. The 
problem has been how to select— 
in Army language to “screen” out 
—the individuals whom we could 
not honorably send back. This 
screening raises questions of the 
greatest importance and of ex- 
treme delicacy. 

It involves the Geneva conven- 
tions, the usages of international 


law, and the vital interests of 
American and Allied soldiers who 
are now prisoners of war and of 
those who might become prison- 


«| ers of war in the future. Yet be-

from punishment and persecution. 
These naive questions trans- 
formed that obligation into a 
helter-skelter plebiscite which 
‘showed not who needed asylum 
but how many of the prisoners 
would rather stay with us than go 
home. 


Problem for Humane Judges. 


The procedure used in Korea 
amounted to telling each prisoner 
that if he said he would forcibly 
resist being sent home, he would, 
even without testing his resist- 
ance, become the ward of the 
United States acting for the 
United Nations. 


This was a strange way for a 
government to behave. We do not 
find out whether an immigrant 
should be deported by asking 
whether he would forcibly resist 
if we started to deport him. We 
institute a legal process to deter- 
mine whether under the law he is 
subject to deportation. 


We do not excuse drafted men 
from the Army by asking whether 
they would forcibly resist being 
inducted. We compel them to 
show the reasons for being ex- 
empted or deferred. 

In the case of the prisoners of 
war the question is not: Does a 
man say he will resist repatria- 
tion—knowing that if he says it, 
he will be excused from going 
home? The question is whether 
he ought to be granted the privi- 
lege of asylum. 


The answer to that question 
can be given only by humane 
and impartial judges. They must 
decide whether the prisoner 
should be granted asylum because 
we induced him to desert or be- 
cause he is ideologically marked 
and committed, or because for 
some other reason he would be 
in special danger. 


A Dangerous Precedent. 


The prisoner himself {s an im- 
portant witness in reaching this 
judgment. But the crucial prin- 
ciple is that his preferences and 
his opinions cannot, as they have 
been in the Koje screening, be 
treated as final. The final de- 
cision must rest with some kind 
of tribunal set up to distinguish 
within the limits of human falli- 
bility whether a prisoner is in 
fact a refugee in need of asylum. 

This principle is, I believe, in 
accord with international law and 
with our own obligations of honor. 
It is also, I submit, a matter of 
vital interest to the whole free 
world that the Korean war 
should not establish a precedent 
under which repatriation of pris- 
oners of war rests not on an 
objective rule but on a subjective 
test of what the prisoner says he 
wants. 

Let us remember that any ex- 
tension*of the war anywhere in 
Asia or Europe is almost certain 
to mean that there will be masses 
of prisoners in Communist hands. 
Let us remember how men “con- 
fess” in Communist prisons. 
Could anything be more danger- 
ous than to make it the law that 
if the detaining power can induce 
its prisoners to “refuse” repatri- 
ation, they may never come 
home? . 

Now that the mess in the Koje 
camp is being dealt with, and a 
measure of authority and discl- 
pline restored, it is high time 
that something serious and re- 
sponsible was done by the White 
House, the Pentagon and the State 


Department to clear up the mud- 
dle of policy. :

Foreign Policy Plank. 


It is here that one encounters 
the interesting role of John Fos- 
ter Dulles, who until a few weeks 
ago was Republican adviser to 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson. 
Dulles holds the seemingly sin- 
cere belief that it is possible to 
reconcile the foreign policy of the 
Taft and Eisenhower wings of the 
party. He has been making a se- 
ries of speeches that represent an 
effort to build a bridge between 
the two factions. 

Some critics within the party 
have found these speeches full of 
ambiguities, capable of being in- 
terpreted according to one’s own 
likes or dislikes. Senator Taft 
shrewdly availed himself of the 
Dulles bridge. In a speech recent- 
ly he said that he found himself 
in agreement with most of the 
points made by Dulles and that 
few. differences can be found in 
their outlook. 

While it has not been generally 
known, the Dulles bridge-building 
has gone even further than that.

International Union of Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers.

Machine 
Workers, which was in the CIO 
for many years but was expelled 
in 1949 on grounds it was follow- 
ing the Red line. It has been 
described as Communist-domi- 


nated by various congressional 


committees. Carey called it the 
“Communist party’s pride and 
oy. 


Legislation Being Considered. 

The Senate subcommittee is 
studying the question of whether 
legislation is needed to restrict 
functioning of Communist-domi- 
nated unions in plants having se- 
cret defense work. 

Carey said he supported a state- 
ment by CIO President Philip 
Murray that legislation “is both 
unnecessary and unwise.” 

Instead of legislation, Carey 
suggested the Defense Depart- 
ment set up a committee com- 
posed of representatives of indus- 
try, labor and government agen- 
cies to determine whether a union 
representing employes of a con- 
tractor or a prospective contrac- 


for is a security risk. 


If this committee found a union 
to be Communist-dominated, it 
would have authority jogefuse or 
cancel a contract. 

“Because of its size and re- 
sources, the UE has been both 
a source of funds and an ideolog- 
ical rallying point for other Com- 
munist groups,” Carey said.

The action followed the alleged 
discovery of Communist infiltra- 
tion into the Paris police, the 
sources said. Paris Police Chief 
Jean Baylot yesterday suspended 
from duty 20 policemen, includ- 
ing several inspectors, who were 
fy trustworthy,” the sources | 
said.

It enjoys the presence of that genius of sly comedy, Alec 
Guinness. And it has been adroitly touched up by Director 
Alexander Mackendrick, of “Tight ‘Little Island,” who also 
collaborated on the script. 


A fanatic young chemist who has insinuated himself into 
the research lab of a big fabric mill invents a fabric that 
supposedly will never wear out and never get dirty. He is at 
first hailed as a genius and a source of vast profits by the 
mill owner. But other cloth tycoons immediately see the 
invention as a horrible harbinger of ruin, and so does the 
union. Bribery, cajolery, kidnaping and threats are tried 
as both Capital and Labor unite to suppress this menace, 
as the chemist tries to make his discovery public. Rumors 
send fabrics into a plunge on the stock market. Even a little 
old washwoman denounces the scientist for the villain he is. 
Only the mill owner’s daughter remains sympathetic to the 
scientist’s ideal of a better world from his wonder thread. 
In the end there is a reprive granted to the economic system 
from the monster invention, but it is indicated not for long. 


There are all sorts of funny touches in this drollery— 
even the scientist's usually awesome Rube Goldberg apparatus 
of tubes and vials is given a comic rhythmic gurgle. Cecil 
Parker as the flabbergasted mill owner, Ernest Thesiger in 
a rich caricature of a tyrannical old industrial giant, and Joan 
Greenwood as the daughter supply expert support. It is 
intelligent, bright and pointed humor. 


But the film achieves its cachet in Guinness’s masterly 
work. No actor I can call to mind could have managed just 
that right tone of gentle lunacy, of gleaming dedication, of 
righteous bewilderment. In this character, perhaps, he sug- 
gests a more realistically drawn Chaplin—a ludicrous little 
man hopelessly out of step in a big world, It is extraor- 
dinarily deft underplaying. Whether Guinness is showing 
indignation or pathos, guile or naivete, it is accomplished 
chiefly by suggestion, the flicker of an expression, an attitude. 
Just as his seeming chimerical ability to change his appear- 
ance on the screen is due as much to suggestion as to simple 
tricks of make-up. 


Glenn Ford's Comie Adventures 


“YOUNG MAN WITH IDEAS” is not going to send any- 
body rolling around the aisles at LOEW’S STATE, but is a 
pleasant little domestic comedy with a plot that makes the 
route and complications that aren’t too forced, though not 

always believable. It’s about a small-town 
lawyer who quits his job because he can’t 
get a raise, takes his family to Los Angeles, 
enrolls in a night school refresher course to 
help him pass the California bar exams, 
becomes a bill collector in the daytime, and 
gets involved with a pretty lady lawyer, a 
sexy night club thrush, an $800 race-horse 
bet and some thugs. Glenn Ford, always a likable actor, 
supplies some naturalness and sympathy, and Ruth Roman, 
Nina Foch and Denise Darcel the feminine sides of the 
quadrangle he finds himself in. If you take it easy, you might 
be rewarded with an occasional chuckle. 


The co-feature, “WHEN IN ROME,” is a sentimental light 
drama about a racketeer (Paul Douglas), fleeing the United 
States, who escapes off a boat in an Italian port by stealing 
the clerical garb of his cabin-mate, a young priest (Van John- 
son) making a Holy Year pilgrimage to Rome. Priest has to 
turn racketeer over to police, but is more interested in 
winning his soul first. This has been handled with some per- 
suasiveness by Director Clarence Brown against a background 
of actual Roman locales. And Douglas gives his usual solid, 
rough-hewn performance. But the ending bears such a 
Damon Runyonish hoke twist that it compromises the honesty 
of the whole piece. 


More a Turkey Than a Kangaroo 
Twentieth-Century Fox sent a company a long way to 
Australia to film “KANGAROO,” showing at the FOX. What 
they came back with was just another.Technicolor Western, 
with many of the usual cliches, American variety, and the 
only changes in the flora and fauna and slang. 
Peter Lawford hooks up with a bush- 
ranger in a gambling house holdup, they in- 
gratiate themselves with an old cattleman 
(Finley Currie) and wind up using his cattle 
station (ranch) as a hideout. Peter starts to 


pass himself off as the rancher’s long-lost 
son, but falls in love with his daughter, 


Maureen O’Hara, instead. That may not sound like even 
passable drama. You're right. It isn’t. The desultory act- 
ing doesn’t help, either. 

As embellishments, we have such standards as the cattle 
stampede and the suspense waiting for rain to save the 
herds. Plus such native touches as kangaroos, some aborigines 
who are lined up for one scene as if on parade, a fight with 
bull whips instead of fists, “Chips” Rafferty, the Australian 


John Wayne, and some strikingly dreary scenery, which most 
often resembles dried-up mud flats.

OMORROW night at an estate 

in Ladue, in the garden in the 

moonlight — weather permit- 
ting—40 wigged and costumed 
children will make believe that 
they are friends of 12-year-old 
Wolfgang Mozart, acting in an 
opera he has just written. Even 
though they know the children in 
their natural state, of Levis and 
shorts and poodle curls and crew- 
cuts, parents and friends in the 
audience should not have too 
much difficulty imagining that 
they too are back in Vienna, in 
1768, at the garden estate of a 
friend of the Mozarts. ' 

The re-creating of this scene in 
musical history will be performed 
by the Miniature Opera Singers, 
under the direction of Dr. Robert 
W. Magin, minister of music of 
Grace Methodist Church, 6199 
Waterman avenue. Dr. Magin, or 
Dr. “Bob” as he is affectionately 
known to members of his church 
and his young singers, is enthu- 
siastic over the fact that this will 
be, not merely a performance of 
Mozart, but a performance in the 
spirit and tradition of Mozart.. 

“Tt’s not just an opera; it’s an 
evening with Mozart,” he empha- 
sizes. “We're trying to do as they 
do at the Miravell Garden The- 
ater, adjoining the Mozarteum in 
Salzburg, Germany, where they 
present Mozart music as close to 
the original setting as possible. 
As far as I know, this is the 
first performance -of this kind to 
be given here.” 

It will also be, Dr. Magin be- 
lieves, the first performance of 
this particular opera, “Bastien 
and Bastienne.” Even though 


Mozart was only 12 when he 
wrote it, it was the third dramatic 
work of the remarkable young 
composer. The libretto was based 
on a parody by Mme, Favart of 
a Jean-Jacques Rousseau play, 
“The Village Soothsayer,” which 
tells the story of simple country 
lovers who quarrel. The com- 
poser’s sister, Marianne, whom 
the family called “Nannerl,” in 
a book, “Mozart Was My Brother,” 
said of the opera: , 


“Some of the arias show prom- 
ise of the great art which Mozart 
was later to bring to comic opera. 
In ‘Bastien and Bastienne’ there 
is the singing, lyrical quality and 
the humor which made ‘The Mar- 
riage of Figaro’ immortal.”

TYPICAL Eighteenth Century 
A play, written for garden per- 

formances which were fash- 
ionable in those days when people 
liked to play theater, “Bastien 
and Bastienne” was first present- 
ed at the garden theater of Dr. 
Anton Messmer. Dr. Messmer, a 
Viennese physician whose name 
was used to form a new word 
(mesmerize) was a close friend of 
the Mozarts. Decorated to re- 
semble his estate will be the 
estate of Mrs. H. E. Billman, 9755 
Old Warson road, Ladue, where 
formal gardens and fountains will 
provide a natural setting for the 
opera. A microphone system sim- 
ilar to that at the Municipal Opera 
will help pick up the voices of

Fix It Yourself

Finishes for Wood Shingles. 


F you have a house with wood 
| shingie siding and you live near 

the sea the chances are that in 
time the shingles if left unfinished 
will turn a nice silvery-grey that 
is right pretty. If you live away 
from the seashore and leave the 
shingles unfinished, they may in 
time turn a dirty brown that is 
not so pretty. 

Wood siding shingles can be 
painted with any good outside 
house paint and they can also be 
stained with a tinted shingle stain. 
Paint, of course, gives you a 
more opaque surface than the 
stain. 

As the surface of the shingles 
éis very rough, you'll do better to 
use a spray gun for painting 
rather than a brush. Your first 
coat of paint will have to be 
pretty thin if you use a brush so 
that it can be worked into the 
wood. If you use a brush, use an 
old one because the rough sur- 
face, will harm a:good new brush. 

When it comes to roof shingles, 
paint is out. You should only use 
a stain on these babies. The rea- 
son for all this is that no matter 
how well a coat of paint is ap- 
plied, some cracks will appear in 
the surface and these allow water 
to get in under the paint film. 
As the paint keeps the shingles 
from drying out, they are soon 
attacked by decay. 

Colored preservative stains are 
available for shingles and this is 
the finish you want to use on the 
roof, The preservative stain will 
also add several years service to 
the roof.

Mozart, Dr. Magin feels. Inci- 
dentally, a large number of the 
talented children came from 
Webster Groves, if the Webster 
Chamber of Commerce would 
care to make anything of it, and 
Dr. Magin was pleasantly sur- 
prised at the amount of talent 
that showed up.

North’s two no-trump was ag- 
gressive, considering his heart 
holding, but he couldn't. resign 
himself to checking out over two 
spades without one more try. As 
a matter of fact, North couldn't 
be blamed too much for staying 
optimistic, holding as he did seven 
pa — winners in the minor 
suits. 


South’s leap to four spades was 
more of a stretch, and the conse- 
quences was a contract which was 
far from ideal. 


West properly opened the king 
of hearts, but when East played 
the deuce, West felt that a shift 
was mandatory. Just why he 
should have felt that way, in view 
of dummy’s minor-suit strength, 
is hard to imagine, but there is 
this to be said: if he had followed 
up his idea logically, he would 
have collected the maximum num- 
ber of tricks. Actually, however, 
West shifted to clubs, and that 
was not such a good idea! De- 
clarer ran off the three top clubs 
and the three top diamonds, 
getting rid of two hearts from his 
own hand, and he then could well 
afford the loss of two trump 
tricks. 

If West had gone ahead and 
cashed the heart ace, the céntract 
obviously would have been beaten 
a_trick, but, to repeat, the truly 
correct defense was to shift to 
a low trump. Only if East had the 
trump ace did there figure to be 
any hope for the defenders. The 
trump king in East’s hand would 
be virtually worthless, since de- 
clarer would obviously lead 
trumps twice from the board. 
Thus, at rubber bridge, with ex- 
tra tricks unimportant, West had 
nothing to lose by leading a 
trump on the chance that East 
had the ace and could return a 
heart.
